Brown Bread—Ono quart of corn meal, one
pint of rye moal, one quart of sweet mllk
one teaspoonful of soda, one teaspooniul of
salt, ono coflee cup full of molusss.  Mix the
corn and rye meal thoroughly together, add [
the milk and salt, stir the soda into the mo- r
lasses until it fonms, then stir all together
with a knife, Put the mixture into a regular
brown bread dish, being careful to grease
the dish well, Steam at least nine hours,
then bake in a moderately heated oven ong
hour., |

DBaked Beans—BSBoak one quart of me- |
dium sized white beans in lukewarm
water over night.  In the morning boil them
unti] the outer skin eracks, then drain thom
and rinse thoroughly in cold water, [ut
them in & regular bean pot; wash end serape
ono pound of salt pork; cut the rind into
squaros and place on top of the beans,  Add
ono teaspoonful of salt, half a teaspoonful |
of soda, and cover the whole with cold
water.

To Keep a Glossy Olleloth,

Nover use soap in the water when washing
ollcloth, It fudes the colors and Lreaks up
the paint. Ammonia also gives the cloth a
dull, dead look. Good Housekeeping directs
as follows: Take a clean fannel cloth and
apply clean, warm water, which is tflually to
bo removed Ly soaking it up into the washe
ing cloth agnin, after it has been wrung out
The oileloth is then wiped dry with soother
ploce of eloan flannel or coarse crash.  After
tho oileloth has become thoroughly dry apply
to It somo warm linsced oll, The house-
ksopor who tries this for the first time will
probably use too much, and make the cloth
§0 sticky that overy particle of dust will ad-
bere to it.  Unly a very little is 1o be used,
wnd slighitly rubbed into the cloth, giving it
s handsome gloss. The luseed oil will do
more harm than good, unless used as spar-
Ingly s indicatedd.  In the country skim milk
Is unedd In place of oll, and it gives the cloth o
beautilul gloss,
